Lord Privy Seal Says Most Postwar Problems 


Demand Firm Basis for Understanding Be- 
tween U.S. and England.

Seal, as- 
serts that American-British rela- 
tions acquire fresh urgency with 
each successive stage of the war. 
Most future problems, even those 
requiring world solution, he says, 
demand a firm basis of under- 


standing between the United 
States and the British common- 
wealth. He stresses that meetings 
of leaders are not enough and 
that heavy demands are laid on 
the democracies to obtain an en- 
lightened public opinion with a 
background of understanding. 


Announcing the union of the 


two organizations which have 
pioneered on both sides of the At- 
lantic for Anglo-American under- 
standing, Lord Cranborne says 
that the new Institute of British 
and American Understanding will 
undertake a “combined operation,” 
guided by a joint council repre- 
senting the two parent bodies 
plus people who have had wartime 
contacts with America, with the 
object of stimulating and educat- 
ing public opinion.

WOUNDED IN NEW GUINEA

All six entered pleas of not 
guilty.”

REDS RAID DANZIG. 
AUENIGSBERG AND 
ENEMY AIRDROME 


Fires Set in Baltic Ports 
and at Base Near Len- 
ingrad — Troops Gain 
in Caucasus.

MOSCOW, April 16 (AP).—The 
Red Army. is throwing an increas-

Danzig is the former 
Free City at the head of the Polish 
Corridor. 

(The German communique re- 
ported that Nazi flyers destroyed

the loss of only two craft. It 
said that in land fighting, Soviet 
attacks in the Kuban area had 
been dispersed with heavy losses 
to Red Army troops. German light 
naval forces operating off the 
Caucasian coast sank a coastal 
ship, it was asserted.)

(GEN. GIRAUD HOPES TO LEAD 
300,000 TROOPS INTO FRANCE 


Willing to Yield Authority in.Metz—Speech 
Regarded as Answer to Demand for 
Provisional Government Now. 


By DANIEL DE LUCE 
ALGIERS, April 16 (AP).—Gen. 
Henri Giraud hopes to lead an 
army of 300,000 Frenchmen in the 
coming invasion of Europe and to 
plant the tricolor in the city of 
Metz, old capital of Lorraine, 

“On that day,” he said in a 
speech yesterday at Constantine, 
“IT shall pass on my hand (relin- 
quish my power). Then France 
will be able to form a provisional 
government. 

“At that time 40 million French- 
men will say what they desire, but 
I have no wish to revive the follies 
which led to catastrophe in 1940.” 
Declaring the French Army 
must not be hampered by disorder 
in its rear, Giraud declared: 

“I will not permit a dictatorship 
or a dictator.” 

Political observers here regard- 
ed Giraud’s statements as a final, 
conclusive answer to the proposal 
of the Fighting French ‘ed by Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle that a provision- 
al government be formed now to 
govern the French empire. 
Giraud has proposed, instead, 
that an overseas council be or- 
ganized for the purpose. It was 
believed he objected to a provision- 
al government at this time on the 
ground that France might find it- 
self saddled with a regime not of 
its own choosing after the Axis is 
beaten. 

“I know nothing of politics, 
said Giraud in an address to city 
officials of Constantine after he 


r 


had attended the funeral of Gen. 
Welvert, French commander killed 
in action in Tunisia. “I never 
played politics in the past and do 
not today. 

“We must rebuild France. I am 
not the chief of the French people. 
I am their servant. A provisional 
government is not my affair. I 
have only one mission: to repre- 
sent French sovereignty, to guard 
French interests outside the con- 
tinent, to remain in contact with 
this metropolitan France so it may 
not suffer disadvantages, and 
finally to rebuild an army with 
a will and the means with which 
to fight. 

“We have 400,000 men under 
arms. I hope to lead 300,000 to 
France. Part of my task is arm- 
ing, organizing and training this 
army. At the same time this army 
must not be hampered by dis- 
order in its rear. I will not per- 
mit a dictatorship or a dictator. 

“T have only one ambition—to 
enter: victoriously into liberated 
Metz. That day I shall pass on 
my hand.”

NELSON TELLS STEEL MILLS 
NOT TO INSPECT TOO RIGIDLY 


WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP). — 
Chairman Donald M. Nelson of the 
War Production Board told steel 
mills today they should not delay 
shipbuilding program by 
“blind, unthinking insistence on 
unobtainable perfection” in steel 
plates. 
In a telegram which indicated 
plate production had slowed since 
recent testimony before the Senate 
Truman Committee concerning 
faked tests on some plates deliv- 
ered by a Carnegie-Illinois Steel 
Corporation plant earlier this year; 
Nelson told the manufacturers that 
the volume of plate production 
must be maintained “and over-rigid 


inspection practices could easily de- 
feat that end.” 

“If, to avoid all appearance of 
laxity, we stand up so straight that 
we lean over backward, we shall 
simply delay the whole shipbuild- 
ing effort—with possible ruinous 
consequences,” he said.

Chairman Wagner Says 
This Section Will Be 
Reported for Immediate 
Action. 


WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP). 
-Stirred by protests that renewal 
of the President's power to devalu- 
ate the dollar might low war bond 
sales, the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee today eliminated the provision 


from a bill to continue the Chief 
Executive's authority over a two- 
billion-doHar stabilization fund. 

Chairman Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, reported after a poll of ab- 
sent committee members that 
there was insufficient strength to | 
retain the devaluation provision. 

Accordingly, he said, the bill 
containing only continuation of 
the stabilization fund would be re- 
ported to the Senate for immediate 
action. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau, a witness in favor of the 
two-way extension bill, told the 
committee the devaluation section 
was “not a life or death matter” 
but stuck to his contention that 
it would be a helpful “defensive 
weapon” in the event other coun- 
tries started currency devaluation 
operations. The devaluation au- 
thority expires June 30. 

Opposed by Taft. 

Opposition to the devaluation 
proposal had been voiced before 
the committee by Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, who asserted: 

“We're asking the American peo- 
ple to buy 13 billion dollars in war 
bonds this month, yet at the same 
time you're asking us to give the 
President power to devalue the 
dollar and thus depreciate the 
value of teh bonds.” 

Previously Morgenthau told the 
committee that the United States 
has sold more gold to foreign 
countries in the last two years 
than it has purchased. 

Morgenthau said the stabiliza- 
tion fund had accumulated a net 
profit which now exceeds 30 mil- 
lion dollars, During the 1942 fiscal 
year, he added the fund sold 
$644,000,000 in gold to foreign 
countries and purchased $162,000,- 
000. Thus far in the fiscal year 
1943 the fund has sold $401,000,000 
in gold and purchased only $27,- 
000,000. 

Sales to 21 Countries. 

The fund’s gold sales, Morgen-| 
thau said, have been made to 21 
different countries, adding: 

“I know of no better means of 
settling international balances 
than with. gold. 

“For this reason it nas been and 
is the policy of\the Treasury to 
facilitate the continued use of gold 
fox the settlement of internation- 
al balances. Our stabilization fund 
has definitely contributed to the 
implementing of this policy.” 

Urging extension of the stabili- 
gation fund operations, Morgen- 
thau said “the monetary Situation 
throughout the world is potentially 
‘ more unstable than it has ever 
been before.” 

Continuance of the fund, he as- 
serted, “will help assure currency 
stability and help avoid competi- 
tive currency depreciation in the 
critical period following the war.” 

For the same reason, Morgen- 
thau added, the President's powers 
to alter the gold content of the 
dollar also should be continued 
another two years.

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Research Group Head Walks Out 
Of House Hearing on State Budget 


Arnett Objects to Subcommittee Questions as 
to Membership and Finances of Public 
Expenditures Survey.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 16.— 
Keeton Arnett, executive director 
of the Missouri Public Expendi- 
tures Survey, a privately support- 
ed fact-finding organization which 
has been sharply critical of the 
failure of the Legislature to effect 
economies in appropriations, 
walked out of a House committee 
meeting this morning after refus- 
ing to be questioned about the op- 
erations of his organization, 

Arnett, who had been summoned 
as a witness before an appropria- 
tions subcommittee, ostensibly to 
discuss his recommendations for 
reduced allotments to the State 

eleemosynary institutions, told the 
committee he was prepared to tes- 
tify about his budget recomrmenda- 
tions but would not “submit my- 
self to an inquisition.” 

Representative Joe H. Miller of 
Carrollton, chairman of the sub- 
committee, said later the subcom- 
mittee would ask the House wheth- 
‘er it wanted to continue the in- 
‘quiry into the methods used by 
_Public Expenditures Survey in ob- 
taining its facts and arriving at 
its budget recommendations. 

Arnett and the organization have 
consistently fought the out-of-bal- 
lance budget recommendations of 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell and the 
‘expenditure proposed by Represen- 
‘tative C. P. Junge, chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
as being too high. It has called 
on the Legislature to make dras- 
tic cuts in expenditures to balance 
‘the State’s budget and not place 
‘additional tax burdens on the peo- 
ple. 

The growing resentment of leg- 
‘islators to Arnett’s activities in is- 
| suing statements, advertising in 
| newspapers and making radio 
‘speeches in carrying out his cam- 
paign for drastic economies was 
evident when Miller began his in- 
'terrogation of Arnett before the 
| subcommittee. 

Miller started by asking how 
many persons were employed by 
‘the Public Expenditures Survey, 
what its | monthly payroll was and 


who financed it. Arnett immedi- 
ately objected to the questions, as- 
serting the information was confi- 
dential and not pertinent to the 
committee’s inquiry. 

Miller then asked who comprised 
the membership of the Survey. 
Arnett told him 700 Missouri tax- 
payers were behind the organiza- 
tion, but he refused to name the 
largest contributors. 

When Miller sought to inquire 
into the Survey’s advertising, Ar- 
nett replied: “I was invited to this 
meeting, I thought, to give infor- 
mation as to our recommendations 
for appropriations for eleemosyn- 
ary institutions and not to submit 
myself to an inquisition. This com- 
mittee was set up to study those 
appropriations and not to go into 
irrelevant matters. If that is go- 
ing to be the trend of this meeting 
I want to have no part in it.” 

Miller then started to question 
him about his radio talks, but Ar- 
nett got up, picked up his papers 
and said: “I'll stand on my -Previ- 
ous statement.” As Arnett walked 
out of the room Miller called to 
him to come back, saying the sub- 
committee would take up appro- 
priation matters, but Arnett re- 
fused and left. 

Miller told reporters after a 
short executive meeting of the 
subcommittee that he had intended 
to ask why Arnett “did not tell 
the people the whole truth about 
appropriations in his public state- 
ments.” He said the subcommit- 
tee wanted to know whether Arnett 
visited the eleemosynary institu- 
tions to determine their financial 
needs, or had ever discussed the 
matter with Ira A. Jones, presi- 
dent of the State Eleemosynary 
Board. 


Miller said the subcommittee 
would introduce a resolution inthe 
House asking for authority to con- 
tinue its questioning of Arnett and 
to “get a complete picture of what 
the Survey is, how it got its facts 
and how it arrived at its balanced 
budget for the State.” 

He said the subcommittee had 
no power to compel Arnett to 
answer the questions, but that the 
House could.

Ra- 
baul, also a big Japanese shipping 
base, has several airdromes and, 
along with Kavieng, New Ireland, 
is utilized for heavy concentra- 
tions of enemy planes. New Brit- 
ain’s Gasmata airdrome also was 
attacked by Fortresses whose 
bombs started fires and explosions. 

Swarms of A-20 attack planes 
dipped low over Japanese troop 
positions in the Buigap Creek area 
at Mubo, New Guinea, making 11 
runs to bomb and strafe the 
enemy.

One 
employer told her that while men 
showed more initiative, women 
showéd ingenuity, she said. 

“They come up with some of the 
strangest time-and-labor saving 
devices anyone ever dreamed of 
but the miracle is that they work,” 
said Miss Perkins. “A woman in 
an aircraft factory who used to 
teach Latin got tired of the 11 
steps that went into painting strips 
of color on a tube. ‘I could do it 
with this-and-this-and-this,’ she ex- 
plained, blocking. out three. brief 
steps. And she saved eight hours 
a plane for them.’

Measure Approved After 
Stormy Debate — Bill 
Still Faces Fight in 


Senate.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aprik 16.— 
The St. Louis teachers’ pension 
bill was sent to the Senate for con- 
sideration today, following its pas- 
sage by the House yesterday over 
the strenuous but ineffective op. 
position of three St. Louis Legis- 

lators. 

Protests against the measure by 
Representatives George Eigel, Aus- 
tin C. Knetzger and Phillips W. 
Moss unleashed a stormy two-hour 
debate, but their opposition car- 
ried more noise than votes, and 
the teachers’ retirement legislation 
was approved, 92 to 27. The other 
16 voted for passage. 

The bill still faces a fight in the 
Senate. Several of the City’s Sen- 
ators have privately expressed 
some objection to the measure, 
but there is no indication at this 
time that they will be able /to 
block its final passage, if they 
make the attempt. Senators An- 
thony M. Webbe and William J. 
Studt of St. Louis voted against 
the Kansas City teachers’ pension 
bill Wednesday. 

The Senate has passed the Kan- 
sas City and St. Joseph teachers’ 
retirement bills, but the Senators 
from those cities were united in 
support of their measures. It ‘is 
possible that a division among the 
six St. Louis Senators on the St. 
Louis bill might cause some com- 
plications. 

Eigel Sets Off Debate. 

The prolonged and bitter House 
debate yesterday was set off by 
Eigel, who told the House that 
while he was in sympathy with the 
aims of teacher pénsions, he would 
have to vote against the bill be- 
cause he thought it would require

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WAR TACTICS DEMONSTRATED 
AT ACTIVATION OF MISSOURI'S 
FIRST INFANTRY DIVISION 


Soldiers Scale Walls, Face Dynamite Blasts, 
Duck in Foxholes When Tanks Roll Over- 
head—‘Men Taught to Get Tougher Than 


the Enemy.’

FORT LEONARD WOOD, April 16. 


FULLER appreciation of the 


ability of American fighting men 


and of the quality of their weapons was given a group of officers 


and 


civilians who witnessed demonstrations of combat tactics 


presented yesterday by the men of the cadre of the newly activated 


Seventy-fifth Infantry Division. 


From the commando-like Ranger 
training, demonstrated to the ac- 
companiment of bursting dynamite 
charges and rifle fire with blank 
cartridges, to a demonstration of 
defense against a mechanized 
force, in which a tank crashed over 
foxholes occupied by soldiers, the 
emphasis was on toughness. 

“The men are taught to kick the 
enémy when he’s down, if neces- 
sary,” said Lieut. Robert Belloir, 
who conducted the Ranger dem- 
, Onstration. “They are taught the 
enemy hates us. That he resents 
our way of life. We teach the men 
they are up against tough fighters 
and that they can’t get anywhere 
unless they get tougher.” 

About 125 visitors were taken 
on a tour of the demonstrations 
and exhibits following ceremonies 
earlier in the day in which the 
Seventy-fifth Division, first to be 
created in Missouri, was activated. 


Reviewed by Governor. 

The activation ceremonies were 
attended by Lieut. Gen. Ben Lear, 
retiring commander of the Second 
Army. On the reviewing stand 
with Gen. Lear were Gov. Forrest 
C. Donnell and Mayor Williaim Dee 
Becker of St. Louis. Following 
the ceremonies, the division, made 
up of some 13,000 men, marched 
past the reviewing stand singing 
their battalion songs. 

The tour that followed was con- 
ducted by Maj. Gen. Willard S. 
Paul, who assumed command of 
the. division yesterday. Gen. Paul 
was formerly assistant chief of 
staff to Lieut. Gen. Lesley J. Mc- 
Nair, Commanding Genera) of the 
Army Ground Forces. 

The course of training to be 
taken by the new men of the divi- 
sion, most of them only about 
three weeks out of induction cen- 
ters, was sketched by officers, who 
gave lectures accompanying the 
demonstrations. 


Exciting Demonstration. 

Visitors found the Ranger dem- 
onstration perhaps the most ex- 
citing, and during it were showered 
with spray when a charge of dyna- 
mite was set off beneath a dummy 
enemy soldier which had been al- 
lowd to remain concealed in a 
creek bed long enough to become 
watersoaked. 

The demonstration took place 
over a section of the 500-yard ob- 
stacle course, and was performed 
by small groups of men who scaled 
walls and crossed culverts, pene- 
trated barbed wire entanglements 
and wormed along under the fire 
of “enemy” soldiers using blank 
cartridges. Dummy soldiers placed 
along the course were disposed of 
theoretically with hand grenades, 
rifle fire and bayonets. Dynamite 
sticks detonated by electricity 
simulated the explosion of shells. 

“When they finish their three 
weeks of this training,” Lieut. 
Belloir said, “they have an idea 
of how it feels to be under fire 
and they learn to react automati- 
cally to an actual battle sityation.” 
Tank Demonstration. 

Lieut. Col. Stephen R. Hanmer, 
who conducted the tank defense 
demonstration, said the men are 
taught their mission is to destroy 
the infantry following behind the 
tanks, but that they also learn 
the disadvantages under which 
the men inside the tanks must 
operate. : 

For this demonstration a light 


tank, followed by a dozen egg ee ll 
soldiers, approached down a valley 


in which 12 soldiers had concealed 
themselves, using various forms of 
camouflage, and in which dyna- 


mite had been planted to simulate| ' 


land mines. As the tank entered 
the trap, two defending soldiers 
became “frightened,” leaped from 
their foxholes, and fled. They were 
“killed” by fire from the _ tank, 
whilé those of the defenders who 
waited until the tank passed were 
able to destroy the enemy infantry 
from their hidden positions. 

Other demonstrations were of 
hand-to-hand fighting and knife 
and bayonet tactics, the use of 
telephone and radio communica- 
tions systems, and the use of in- 
cendiary grenades and other chem- 
ical warfare materials. 

The artillery and hand weapons 
the division will use were on ex- 
hibit, as were hospital equipment, 
field machine shops for repair of 
vehicles, armored and other ve- 
hicles, an& the chaplain’s exhibit 
of equipment for conducting serv- 
ices in the field. 


Gen. Lear Addresses Men. 

Gen, Lear in an address to the 
men of the division during the ac- 
tivation ceremonies, said that the 
urfit must form “the kind of an 
outfit with which other units will 
want to serve in battle—steadfast, 
dependable and imbued ‘with the 
burning desire to close with the 
enemy and destroy him.” 

Addressing the men of the cadre, 
Gen. Lear said: 

“It has fallen your lot to be 
student, philosopher, teacher, 
father, fighter and leader, and to 
the enlisted men who have just 
come to this organization, you are 
the blood, bone and sinew, the 
main spring of the fighting ma- 
chine. 

“When you reach the theater of 
operation, we must not hear re- 
ports of failure like these: ‘Men 
lost their heads and milled around 
when their leaders became casual- 
ties; they failed to possess suffi- 
cient knowledge in camouflage; 
they lacked aggressiveness.’” 


Pay Not Adequate Reward. 

After speaking of the labors fac- 
ing the new division, Gen. <Any 
concluded: 

“The Government cannot ade- 
quately reward you who are called 
upon to bear the utmost privations 
in the theaters of war, to suffer 
hunger, thirst, the strain of battle, 
wounds and death in the service of 
your country. In each man’s spirit 
he will find his own reward—and 
in the honor he wins among. his 
comrades, the blows he delivers 
against the enemies of his country, 
and the security he insures for 
American homes and the genera- 
tions to come.” 

In the opening address; Gov. 
Donnell likened the men of the 
division to-membership of a fra- 
ternity. He said, “Yours is the ex- 
ceptional experience of being in 
the division from the very instant 
of its formation.” 

Following a greeting from Maj. 
Gen. Lloyd R. Fredendall, deputy 
and probable succeasgor to Gen. 
Lear, when he retire May 31, the 
division marched in review. 

Despite only three weeks train- 
ing, the men marched with pre- 
cision and confidence, wearing 
helmets and Army compat uni- 
forms. The average age of the 
personnel is 22 years, and 65 per 
cent of the men are in the 18-to- 
19-year-old class. :

Interpreting the War News 


DEMANDS OF THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC

HE divergence of views as ex- 
T pressed in Washington and in 
Australia regarding the danger 
of a Japanese invasion of that 
island continent leaves the Amer- 
ican public in an unfortunate state 
of doubt and consequently appre- 
hension. 


First we get from Australian 
sources a startling picture of 200,- 
000 Nipponese massed and ready 
to invade as soon as they regain 
air control. Our Secretary of the 
Navy Knox counters with the view 
that there’s no indication the Jap- 
anese have the shipping to move. 
so many men. An Allied spokes- 
man in Australia retorts that a 
great Japanese combat fleet is 
massed in the Truk area “within 
three days’ sailing distance of New 
Guinea.” 


Washington military authorities 
at this point intervene with the 
view that Japanese operations 
have passed from the offensive 
stage to one of “aggressive de- 
fense.” They say there's little 
danger the Nipponese will attempt 
to strike against Australia or any 


other important United Nations 
bastion. 

Here Secretary of War Stimson 
steps in and pours oil on the 
troubled waters by, promising a 
constantly increasing flow of 
planes and other supplies to Gen. 
MacArthur. The Secretary says 
that vigorous publie officials in 
areas close to the war would be 
remiss if they failed to press their 
demands. 


That last sentence may give us 
a clew to our mystery. All this 
argument is coincident to the new 
Australian drive for more air 
power from the United States. 

The American people never ques- 
tioned the need of building up 


‘Allied strength in the Pacific as 


rapidly as feasible and Secretary 
Stimson’s promise of increasing 
aid will be warmly welcomed here. 

Still the uncomfortable fact re- 
mains that the Allies are inacap- 
able at this juncture of waging all- 
out offensives against enemies in 
both Europe and Asia at the same 
time.

On Storing Victory Vegetables. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

E now see people Planting Victory 

gardens, little and big. No doubt 
many will be successful. But then will 
come worries’ about how to can and pre- 
serve these vegetables. There are thou- 
sands of people who never canned hemes 
before. 

All vegetables don't have to be mniinet 
to be kept over winter months. Later | 
crops of carrots, beets, parsnips, turnips, 
potatoes, sweet potatoes and even cab- 
bage can be stored away in straw or dry 
leaves, then covered with soil to keep 
the water and frost out. 

One digs a hole four inches deep, fills 
it with straw, places the vegetables on 
this and covers them with four or five 
inches of straw. Soil is piled on, making 
a Mound so the water will run off. 
Boards can be placed over the mound, 
too. 

This method saves cans and canning 
time and provides vegetables all winter.

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WHAT GOES ON IN OWI? 


What is going on in the Office 6f War Informa- 


tion that 15 members of its staff should resign and 
issue a joint statement that they are getting out 
“because of our conviction that it is impossible to 
tell the truth”? 

The question is one for immediate and adequate 
answer. QWI is an important agency in the nation’s 
prosecution of a war against tyranny and suppres- 
sion and dictatorial rule. If those who do its work 
cannot deal in “honest information,” then a most 
serious harm is being done our war effort. 

Elmer Davis, OWI director, denies the validity 
of the statement and attributes the resignations to 
“a clash of personalities.” He says he hopes that 
those who have resigned will reconsider, 

As an admirer of Mr. Davis, among those who 
applauded his appointment as OWI director, we 
have no choice but to say that his statement is un- 
satisfactory. He does not come to grips with what 
is at issue here. 

The complaint of the resigned protestants is that

effect : “Office of War Ballyhoo.” 
“high-pressure promoters” are running too much of 
the agency. They say that these promoters “prefer 
slick salesmanship to honest information.” They 
say that these promoters “would treat as stupid and 
reluctant customers the men and women of the 
United States.” They say that the American’ people 
deserve “the facts as well as the slogans.”

or later. Instead of bringing the old competing and 
duplicating public information agencies, such as the 
Office of Facts and Figures, the Office of Govern- 
ment Reports, etc., under rigid and orderly control, 
the OWI became a sort of holding company under 
which the mushroom development went on even 
more rapidly than before. 

Along with this, OWI has sought from time to 
time to supplant the newspapers. It has attempted, 
to some extent at least, to take over the functions of 
the Office of Censorship. 

Under the present plan of the Government, set 
at the White House, the Allied food conference next 
month at Hot Springs, Va., would be covered by the 
OWL, which would, in turn, release such news as 
it saw fit. The American people would get only 
that information which official press agents deemed 
proper to tell the country about this non-military, 
postwar subject. It is to Mr. Davis’ credit that he 


favors usual press reporting at the conference, that 


he opposes this assignment given to OWI. 

This is violative of the basic principles of free- 
dom of the press in what has properly been described 
as a “people’s war.” It is a negation of the very 
cause for which we fight. And, while this is of 
lesser consequence, it is damaging to the splendid 
records of Elmer Davis and his first assistant in 
OWI, Milton 8. EHisenhower. 

Last Tuesday, President Roosevelt stood up before 
@ great gathering of Americans at the new Jeffer- 
son Memorial to quote these historic words from 
the third President: “I have sworn upon the altar 
of God eternal hostility against every form of tyran- 
ny over the mind of man.” Two days later come 
these mass resignations in the OWI! 

Until a convincing explanation is made, the public 
has no alternative except to believe that OWI, as 
it is set up and operating now, does not welcome 
criticism within itself, that it is not the place for 
free and inquiring minds. 

It is a safe prediction that we hives not heard the 
last of the joint resignation of these 15.men and 
women who got out in preference to keeping silent. 
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PROGRESS OF THE POLICE BILL. 

The fact that the St. Louis police vacation bill 
was approved by the Senate Committee on Mu- 
nicipal Corporations without a dissenting vote is 
a good sign for its early passage by the upper 
chamber of ¢he Legislature. 

So there is every prospect that the almost intoler- 
able -working conditions of the St. Louis police are 
at last to be corrected. Instead of the present two 
fiays off a month, the bill provides for an annual 
14-day vacation, plus a maximum of 36 days off 
with pay, a total of 50 dayw# instead of 24. If it is 
necessary to add 70 men to the force to make this 
free time possible, the measure authorizes the Police 
Board to do so, and the city administration has ap- 
proved the increased cost. 

The readiness with which the Legislature has 
acted on the bill thus far indicates the general agree- 
ment that St. Loujs’ policemen are entitled to reason- 
able time for rest and relaxation.

A THREAT TO THE TAX-CONSOLIDATION PLAN. 

As matters stand today, the 14 major taxes in Mis- 
souril are assessed by 13 different State and local 
agencies, and are collected by nine such agencies. 
Gov. Donnell has offered the sensible plan of con- 
solidating all these into one revenue agency, for the 
purpose of economy, efficiency and public conveni- 
ence. But instead of responding eagerly to a pro- 
posal so obviously for the people’s welfare, which 
it is their duty to protect, political-minded legislators 
are now working on a plan that would make tax col- 
lections even more scattered, and thus more costly 
and inefficient, than they now are. 

This new plan, being considered by some members 
of the House Committee on Governmental Reorgani- 
zation, which must pass on the Donnell bills, would 
create a spoilsmen’s paradise. It would distribute 
part of the tax collection work among the County 
Collectors and Assessors over the State. So 115 new 
collecting agencies would be added to the nine that 
Missouri already has! 

These new collectors would be compensated by 
means of fees. An example of what the fee system 
can cost the taxpayers hag recently come to light in 
the case of the St. Louis City Assessor, Arthur C. 
Hoehn. Hearings on a bill to reduce his earnings 
disclosed the fact that, by Hoehn’s own estimate, he 
gets $14,000 a year. Senator Lietchen, sponsor of the 
bill, computes the figures to be at least $30,000. 

In a time of rising Federal taxes, increased living 
costs and other wartime demands, citizens have a 
right to expect the Legislature to bring about econ- 
omy in State government. If the tax-consolidation

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MORE PLANES FOR MacARTHUR. 

Secretary of War Stimson’s announcement that 
the Allied forces in Australia will be supplied with 
sufficient planes is welcome news, It is to be hoped 
that it means “sufficient” within the meaning that 
would be given by the responsible leaderg on the 
spot. A perilous situation has been brewing irf the 
South Pacific recently, and it has not been alleviated 
by a difference of opinion between Washington and 
the field. 

Two hundred thousand Japanese troops have been 
massed and hover within striking distance of Austra- 
lia, Our own commander, Gen. Douglas MacArthur; 
the Australian commander, Gen. Sir ThomA&s A. Bla- 
mey, and Prime Minister John Curtin i think 
that an offensive may be expected at any moment, 

In Washington, Secretary of the Navy Khox has 
said that Japan lacks the naval concentration neces- 
Unidentified 
military authorities in Washington were quoted in 
an Associated Press dispatch as saying there is 
little danger of a Japanese offensive. They declared 
the United States cannot undertake any major action 
in the Pacific now, because of large-scale commit- 
ments in the European theater. Their estimate of 
the situation in the Pacific was that Tokyo wishes 
now only to consolidate its gains by developing the 
resources of countries it has overrun. 

Behind the difference of military judgment were 
reported to be these viewpoints: That Gen. Mac- 
Arthur wants to strike at limited objectives contin- 
uously, while the opinion of Admiral Ernest J. King, 
the fleet commander is that we should wait until we 
can strike at the head and heart of Japan. Gen. 
MacArthur's view was upheld last night by the Aus- 
tralian Minister of External Affairs, Dr. H. V. Evatt, 
who remarked that after every engagement we have 
allowed Japan time to recover and recoil for another 
blow at ug. 

It is hard to believe the Japanese think in any 
such terms as those of watchful waiting. Certainly 
we. would not if we were in a similar position. 
While they are, of course, working at fever pitch 
to develop the resources of the lands they have 
taken, all their gains are hostages to victory, and 
they know it. There is no place for the conqueror 
to sit down short of the peace table. 

It would appear to be a more practical view that 
the Japanese are waiting for the most opportune 
moment to strike. If, as the news from Washing- 
ton now indicates, we are on the point of a large- 
scale engagement in Europe, our preoccupation there 
will provide Japan with such a moment as it is 
looking for. Gen. MacArthur’s appeal for more air 
strength takes on increased urgency, and Secre- 
tary Stimson’s response an increased importance, in 
view of that prospect. We may hope that the Japa- 
nese will twiddle their thumbs over Australia while 
our hands are full in Europe, but it is too much 
to count on, 
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ROUGH ROAD OF TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT. 

The long-needed teachers’ retirement plan for the 
St. Louis schools was approved in the House yes- 
terday by a decisive vote, 92 to 27, but there. were 
disquieting signs that the measure satill faces a 
rough course in,the Senate. Three of the 19 St. 
Louis Representatives—George Eigel, Austin C. 
Knetzger and Phillips W. Moss—raised objections 
that resulted in a prolonged debate, and it is report- 
ed that certain Senators from this city. will also 
oppose-the measure. 

This would be unfortunate, in view of the solid 
support for the Kansas City and St. Joseph teachers’ 
bills by the delegations from those cities. All St. 
Louis members of the Legislature surely know by 
this time how the continued presence of superannuat- 
ed teachers handicaps education,in this city’s sys- 
tem. As to the added cost, the Board of Education 
has studied the matter carefully, considers the ex- 
pense reasonable and is supporting the plan as a 
sound investment. Kansas City and St. Joseph are 
to have pension systems, so why not St. Louis? 

St. Louis teachers, board members and citizens 
have been working for years for a retirement plan. 
St. Louis legislators should be glad to support it, 
for the very good reason that it will give the city’s 
children better educational opportunities. 
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OTHER SIDE OF LABOR ABSENTEEISM. 
When the problem of absenteeism in war indus- 


most of the emphasis seemed to be on the irrespon- 
sible worker who failed to report at his job because 
of a hangover or because he wanted to go fishing. 
The country is now learning that there is another 
side to the problem, and one of the most interesting 
exhibits was brought to public notice by the National 
Association of Manufacturers, when it honored two 
veteran workers at a@ banquet in Pittsburgh. 

Al Bartlett, 65 yemrs old, has missed only four 
working days in 50 years, and was late twice. Annie 
Martin, 57, was never late and has not missed a 
day since 1903, except when the factory where she 
worked was closed for a year in the depression. 
What a contrast this is with the cases of shiftless- 
ness which were widely cited not so long ago! 

Of course, there are some shiftless workers, and 
no condemnation is too severe for their willful ab- 
sences from the job. But figures are coming out to 
show that they are a small minority, and that their 
number is being reduced by co-operative steps by 
labor and management. It is also being shown that 
there are legitimate reasons for many instances of 
absenteeism. For example, the Medical Society of 
Milwaukee County, Wisconsin, recently completed a 
survey which showed that with an absentee rate, of 
4 per cent, three-fourths of the absences in that area 
were caused by illness. 

Othef -surveys have shown such various reasons 
for absenteeism as the necessity of working women 
to care for their children or do marketing, the search 
for living quarters, poor transportation, material 
shortages and so on. With older workers, younger 
workers and many women being drawn into indus- 
try, the illness rate has increased. Many of these 
conditions can be prevented or modified by proper 
steps, and they are now being undertaken in a ma- 
jority of industries, 

This is certainly a more sensible approach than 
speeches denouncing the irresponsible minority. 
Without slackening the campaign to make these 
few see the light, the new campaign for day nur- 
series, medical care, co- ware shopping and so 
on is getting results. 
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There’s one popular commodity that is unratiqned, 
and nobody is going to be criticised for hoarding

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Our Great Wall Against the Chinese 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Entrance restrictions against our Eastern allies are greater than 
those against any other Oriental people, writer says; before the 
war, a Jap spy could get in easier than a Chinese scholar; repeal 
of the old law is urged, to remove an insult to a friendly nation.

IVING up our special rights in China 
was a gesture that has already done us 
much good in the eyes and hearts of 
the Chinese people—and I hope in our own 
hearts and consciences. What is the next 
step? 
Clearly, it must be the revision of those 
laws which continue to insult the Chinese. 


We exclude all Orientals from entry into 
this country for permanent residence. But 
while we are excluding all Orientals under 
one law, we keep on the books a special, 
older and therefore even more humiliating 
restriction against our allies, the Chinese, 
Before this war, it was easier for a Japa- 
nese salesman, perhaps a spy, than for a 
Chinese scholar to visit this country. 


This special restriction has to do not with 
immigration, but with visiting, which is 
going to be important during and after this 
war—that is, if we are going to have, as I 
believe we shall, a free world in which men 
of like minds wish to meet one another, 
move about freely and together conduct the 
affairs of science, business, government and 
the humanities. 


Law of 1880 Vintage. 


How is it that we discriminate against the 
Chinese more crudely than against any oth- 
er people? It goes back to 1880, when we 
began to pass a series of laws which first 
regulated and limited, then suspended, *and 
at last prohibited, permanent Chinese immi- 
gration. That was because we were afraid 
of what was called “a flood of cheap Chi- 
nese labor.” Nothing that is now proposed 
would in any way threaten us with such a 
flood. 

Under the comprehensive Oriental exclu- 
sion law passed in 1924, we said that we 
want no Asiatics here as permanent resi- 
dents. But we do admit certain classes as 
travelers or. visitors—students, merchants, 
scholars. When that law was passed, we 
did not put the Chinese on the same foot- 
ing as the Japanese, the Siamese and other 
Orientals. 

In the case of Japan and other Asiatic 
nations, we accepted the passport of the 
traveler’s own Government as evidence that 
the visitor was one of those favored classes 
who were permitted to visit us. A Chinese 
wishing to visit this country, however, has 
to have a special certificate called a Sec- 
tion 6 certificate. 


A Special Passport Required. 


We do not accept the passport of the Chi- 
nese Government, but demand in addition 
to his passport this special American docu- 
ment telling his occupational] status, Even 
so, he is likely to be held up for long ques- 
tioning, even though hé be a distinguished 
Chinese gentleman, coming here, let us say, 
to lecture. Only a Chinese Government of- 
ficial, with his passport stamped official, 
can get in without this certificate. 

The blunt truth is that we have a peculiar 
discriminatory attitude toward the Chinese, 
treating them as we treat the people of no 
other nation. 

An American citizen, born here but per- 
haps of Chinese descent, who goes to China 
and marries a Chinese wife, cannot bring 


j her back here. As a Chinese official says, 


“Many of those whom God has joined to- 
gether the immigration officials have put 
asunder.” 

A Chinese not born in the United Statés 
cannot become a citizen by naturalization. 


We naturalize people of German or Italian 
descent, but not Chinese. 


There are exceptions to this, under the 
Selective Service Act. Chinese living here 
are subject to the draft. After being drafted, 
a Chinese can apply for American citizen- 
ship, but only on condition that he has doc- 
uments to show that he entered this coun- 
try legally. To a great many of the Chinese 
now in this country, this is just another 
way of saying that they cannot ever become 
American citizens. So the strange and un- 
just situation is that we are forcing them 
to fight, and perhaps die, for a country 
which will not accept them as citizens. 


Every true American can be heartily 
ashamed of this attitude. What should we 
do to set ourselves straight? 

First, we should repeal at once all those 
special exclusion laws which . discriminate 
against the Chinese in particular. I take it 
that no one will object to the abolition of 
laws which rate our Chinese allies lower 
than the Japanese and other Asiatics. 


The next step would be immediately to 
take the Chinese out from under the com- 
prehensive Exclusion Act of 1924 and put 
them on the quota basis which we apply to 
immigrants from European and other coun- 
tries. The quota system admits a small 
yearly number from each country, based on 
the number of that nationality here in 
1890. 


Would Admit 100 a Year. 


On a quota basis, the number of Chinese 
admitted, according to the official esti- 
mates of the United States Department of 
Justice, would be 100 per year. Certainly 
not a flood of Chinese labor! 

Finally, and as a part of the same action, 
we should make the Chinese living here 
eligible for naturalization as American citi- 
zens. We now have a fourth generation of 
Chinese-Americans growing up in this coun- 


try. Those born here are American citizens. 


Their relatives and friends and others who 
come here after being born in China should 
be equally free to become citizens if they 
wish and if they can pass the rigid require- 
ments which we put upon all foreign-born. 


The Chinese are almost the best citizens | 


we have. They are industrious, they made 
almost no calls for relief during the depres- 
sion, they are notably honest and law-abid- 
ing. Among all nationalities here, I believe 
their crime record is the lowest. 

The Chinese saying is “Around the four 
seas all men are brothers.” Our saying is 
“All men are created free and equal.” Let 
us prove by our acts that we mean it.

Lively Account by a Reporter

be HEREABOUTS is Australia, Wil 
fred?” a soldier asked. “I guess it’s 
somewhere in Africa,” said his neighbor. 
The two men were Yanks, on one of the 
southwest-bound convoys our country has 
been shuttling on democracy’s lifelines 
through the coral-crusted Pacific to the big 
Jap-haunted continent “Dawn Under.” The 
two new doughboys, ready for anything, 
were doing a little typical specdlating aloud 
at rail-side while watching the so-far-so- 
peaceful waters for enemy periscopes. 

John Lardner, son of Ring Lardner 
and erstwhile sports writer, went along on 
assignment with that convoy. The soldier’s 
question about Australia’s whereabouts waa, 
of course, naive. But he, and all his com 
rades, had thousands of other questions, all 
valid, to ask about the new life they were 
facing. And Lardner, en route to the big- 
gest ringside any push-and-punch critie 
has dreamed of, realized these would be 
questions the bulk of Americans on the home 
front would also Jike to ask. 

This book is akties ener account 
of what he saw, felt, tasted, brushed by 
and experienced in a few crowded weeks 
in Australia—Gen. MacArthur’s bas- 
tion of defense and attack in the Antipodes, 

A review can’t undertake to give more 
than a hint of the raucous, ribald, gay, 
goony, as well as sober and factual aspects 
of the book. The snatches of song, for in- 
stance, with which the “Diggers” (most 
male Australians) regaled themselves and 
charmed the Americans, are magnificently 
humorous and wise in a rough frontier sort 
of way. Example of one such, at a shivoo, 
or party, where each of the guests is in 
turn hoisted upon the bar and toasted:

General Lardnerian conclusions: The 
girls in Australia are very handsome, get 
just as excited over Hollywood male men- 
aces as American girls do. The Diggers 
are freedom-loving, generous and tough, 
“each man his own government,” and they 
“resent” the “faceless men” of the Axis 
from the pit of their bellies. Australian 
beer is served warm, and the Australians 
prefer it that way. The kangaroo is “as 
advertised.” Soda fountains are “milk 
bars.” Hamburgers, wrapped in cabbage 
leaves, are the monopoly of Chinese venders 
and are known as “dim sim.” 

And Australians, generally, are so proper 
ly independent that an American in a bar, 
who had come to “save” them and said 
they could “relax now,” was politely asked 
if he were a “refugee from Pearl Harbor.” 
But they sperm MacArthur.

How to Make Past Live. 
E have begun to realize in 
these days how close we have 
come to separating the coming 
generation from its heritage in the 
American past: we are shotked 
and dismayed to discover how un- 
real the great Americans have be- 
come to them, how the events 
which have formed the nation are 
dim, how dangerously close we 
have come to being a people who 
inhabit the land with their bodies 
without possessing it in their souls. 
But we must know also that 
there is no short way to make the 
past live again in men’s minds: 
It cannot be done by passing a 
law, or by appropriating money, 
or by a witch hunt among the pro- 
fessors. The American past can be 
brought “to life again only by men 
who tell the majestic story once 
more, aware that they are making 
history and not merely writing it. 
When we read the writings of the 


-early Americans we find that, un-

like our own generation, the past 
was continually present in their 
minds as part of their own ex- 
perience. They were making a new 
government, and for their own 
guidance, for knowledge of what 
to do, they drew not upon surveys 
of contemporary opinion and ques- 
tionnaires but upon precedent and 
experience.

History’s Wisdom. 
' OR did the best of them fall 
into the error, which I thought 
the playwright was falling into, of 
accepting the past on its own 
terms, that is to say of identifying 
themselves with the partisan pas 
sions of the men of the past. The 
true study of history is more than 


do ourselves no greater injury 
than to become unconscious of 
either principle; so enamored of 
freedom that we do not construct 
strong lawful authority to contain 
it and sustain it, or so apprehen- 
sive of freedom that we seek to 
deny it and suppress it. 

The conflict of the two princi- 
ples can be resolved only by unit- 
ing them. Neither can live alone. 
Alone, that is without the other, 
each is excessive and soon intol- 
erable. Freedom, the faith in 
man’s perfectibility, has always 
and will always in itself lead 
through anarchy to despotism. 
Authority, the conviction § that 
men have to be governed and not 
merely let loose, will in itself al- 
ways lead through arbitrariness 
and corruption to rebellion and 
chaos. Only in their union are 
they fruitful. Only freedom which 
is under strong law, only strong 
law to which men consent because 
it preserves freedom, can endure.

Washington’s Warning. 

HE men of Jefferson’s day 

were passionate, often virulent, 
partisans, But they knew history 
well enough to dread the conse- 
quences of their party passions, 
and in Washington’s Farewell Ad- 
dress we can see that his deepest 
foreboding for the future was 
fixed on the fact that “the spirit 
of party ... unfortunately insep- 
arable from our nature, having its 
root in the strongest passions of 
the human mind,” is “in all gZOv- 
ernments ..,, truly their worst 
enemy.”

Chicago U. President and Wife Solve Problem 
by One Not Attending Affairs at Which 
Other Is Feature of Program.

Dr. and Mrs. Robert M. Hutchins 
rather reluctantly are “playing a 
double bill” in St. Louis this week, 
the Chicago University president 
through his appearance on the 
convention program of National 
Conference of Social Work yester- 
day, his wife through her exhibi- 
tion of painting, drawing and 
sculpture at the Eleanor Smith 
Gallery in the Fairmont Hotel. 


This competition within’ the 
family issomething the Hytchinses 
try to avoid, to the exférit that 
she remained away yesterday from 
the gathering which he addressed 
at Hotel Jefferson. In her own 
field Maude Phelps Hutchins prob- 
ably has as much claim to dis- 
tinction as her husband in his and 
their solution of the problem is to 
avoid trespassing on the other’s 
territory. 

Mrs. Hutchins’ show is pretty 
much of a melange, a little of this, 
that and everything, and it rather 
clutters up the tiny gallery avail- 
able for its display. But if it 
doesn’t have the channeled impact 
of full scale exhibition, it does 
present an interesting cross sec- 
tion of what she has been doing 
and suggest the possibilities of a 
more selective showing. 

Nondescript Titles. 

It might be well to say here that 
Mrs. Hutchins hasn’t yet made up 
her mind whether she’s a painter 
or a sculptor, and that while she 
thinks some of the abstractionists 
in art Have carried things a bit 
too far she is not much interested 
in the representative, literary, 
story-telling content of what she 
puts on canvas or models in clay. 
It is enough for her that what she 
does should be pleasing to look at, 
and if it happens also to tell a 
story the story is apt to be reduced 
to something like this: “This is a 
girl in a red dress.” 

So she resorts to nondescript ti- 
tles for her work, and most of her 


paintings are identical simple as 
“Portrait of a model,” or “Head 
of a model.” There also are a cou- 
ple of self portraits, but those who 
know Mrs. Hutchins only by her 
appearance would never detect 
them. Her explanation is that 
they were not intended to look like 
she looks but to book like she felt 
when she painted them. 

She has a rich sense of color and 
it is a tribute to the validity of her 
color sense that in the cramped 
quarters available the vivid blues, 
reds and yellows do not clash of- 
fensively. When she wants to, she 
can display her virtuosity as a 
draftsman. 

Portrait Sculptures of Family. 

The sculptures shown are por- 
trait heads of the Mortimer Adler 


family, husband, wife and _ son. 
There are also several examples 
of her line drawings, the “diagram- 
matics” shown 10 years ago at City 
Art Museum in Forest Park when 
they stirred up quite a fuss. These 
are nonrepresentational drawings, 
to be considered along with some 
nonrepresentational prose which 
Dr. Adler, professor of philosophy 
at the University of Chicago, con- 
cocted to show that what could be 
done in the graphic medium coulé 
be done also in the literary me 
dium. 

Mrs. Hutchins resents the sug- 
gestion that she and Dr. Adler 
were “kidding the public” with 
their diagrammatics, and points 
proudly to the fact that the book 
on which they collaborated now is 
used in some college courses on 
the philosophy and history of art. 

But she recognizes the diffi- 
culty presented by the diagram- 
matics. After all, she said, there 
were only two people who under- 
stood them at first, her husband, 
who sensed intuitively what she 
was attempting, and Dr. Adler, 
who came to understand after a 
three-hour lecture.

BARRETT ATTACK 
UN GRAND JURY 


Calls Ex-Judge’s State- 
ment ‘Half - Cocked,’ 
but Witness Stands By 
His Criticisms. 


F. W. Stewart, foreman of the cur- 
rent St. Louis County grand jury, in 
which former Circuit Judge Peter 
T. Barrett said he had no confi- 
dence, on appearing before it as 
a witness yesterday, told the 
Post-Dispatch today that Barrett’s 
critical statement was “half- 
cocked,” based on “erroneous con- 
jectures.” Stewart expressed con- 
fidence that Barrett would cor- 
rect it. 

Barrett, however, 
original statement. 

Stewart, who is vice-president 
and treasurer of the Huttig Sash 
& Door Co., said: 

“It is plainly evident that Judge 
Barrett's statement is half-cocked 
and his conjectures erroneous. If 
he is sincere, as we think he is, 
he will correct his statement. He 
read before the grand jury the 
statement which he gave the press 
before going in the grand jury 
room. He would probably give you 
a different story today, but I'd 
rather you would get it from him.” 

Present Phase a Culmination. 

“We think he is sincere and 
will correct his conjectures. The 
present phase—the investigations 
he refers to—is merely a culmina- 
tion. Our work is wholly inde- 
pendent and not influenced by the 
Court or county officials. 

“We wrote our preliminary re- 
port independently. We expect to 
make our final report in a week 
or 10 days. It will sum up the true 
situation.” 

Stewart said that Barrett, who 
appeared before the jury in obe- 
dience tO a summons, was in the 
jury. room more than an hour. A 
quorum was present. The foreman 
indicated no intermediate report 
would be given prion, to the final 
report. 

Barrett, who had repeated a for- 
mer complaint that the jury was 
trying to undo the work of the 
September grand jury which he 
impanelled while still on the 
bench, told a reporter he would 
not change the tenor of his state- 
ment unless the jury receded from 
its position “on the liquor ques- 
tion.” 

In a partial report, submitted in 
February, the current grand jury 
expressed the opinion that liquor 
law violations in the county were 
due to the nature of the law, 
rather than laxity of enforcement 
officials, 'and urged passage of 
pending bills which would permit 
sale of liquor by the-drink in the 
county and provide for supervision 
of liquor establishments there. 

“T cannot comment on anything 
that went on in the grand jury 
room yesterday,” Barrett said, “or 
say anything to intimate ‘indirect- 
ly what happened. If Mr. Stewart 
or any member of the jury would 
care to meet me outside of the

Australia is right in pushing its 
case with persistence, but notes 
that “there is also some risk in 
pver-emphasis” and recalis the 
story of the boy who cried wolf 
too often. 

“The people of Britain have seen 
Australian and American forces 
pulverize repeated attempts of the 
Japanese to extend their hold on 
the Southwest Pacific,” the paper 
says. “Yet after each victory the 
danger appears to grow greater— 
if some expressions of Australian 
opinion are to be taken at their 
face value. 

“These warnings must not be 
under-estimated. ... Australia will 
be in peri] so long as the Japanese 
hold adjacent islands or territory. 
Yet the people of this country are 
puzzled by apparently conflicting 
statements which have come from 
Australia, espectally since each im- 
minent menace is followed by a 
new success, 

“To fight a holding campaign 
in the face of a potential invader 
while blows are being struck else- 
where is not an easy task. We 
can sympathize with Australia for 
this is a role we have ourselves 
played for three years.” 

The Times says: 

“Whether or not Japanese rein- 
forcement of their air squadrons 
preludes some more ambitious op- 
erations, its extent, coupled with 
the isolation of Australia thou- 
sands of miles from the _ chief 
source of military supplies makes 
the anxiety which (Prime Minis- 
ter) Curtin expressed wholly com- 
prehensible.”

Partisanship between various 
branches of the war effort—be- 
tween rubber and shipbuilding, for 
instance , we don’t realize 
that this is just as deadly as 
rivalry between air force and in- 
fantry. And political partisanship 
—at this stage of the game, party 
conflict for partisan purposes is 
as serious as conflict between the 
Army and Navy. 
We must not sacrifice debate 
and discussion, criticism and in- 
novation, in the conduct of our 
affairs, so long as we debate in 
the interest of wisdom. But pure- 
ly political partisanship in the 
conduct of the war... .? Hitler 
will clap hands!

Allied high command has any > in 
tention of altering its basic strat- 
egy of knocking out Hitler first, 
or at least rendering him impotent, 
before trying to put the full heat 
on Japan. That strategy isn’t a 
matter of inclination but of ne- 
cessity. It was imposed on the 
high command by a circumstance 
over which they had no control, 
namely, a Nazi strength which 
threatened to conquer all Europe 
quickly and then span the At- 
lantic, 

We now have the battle of the 
Mediterranean—of which the Tu- 
nisian campaign is just one phase 
—well in our favor. But the scales 
there haven’t swung so violently 
our way that they couldn’t be 
counterbalanced. If we weakened 
ourselves greatly in that theater, 
Hitler might stage a comeback, 
and we have to keep in mind what 
we have emphasized so often, that 
he who controls the Mediterranean 
zone wins the war. 

The logical thing now is for .the 
Allies to pile it onto the Nazis 
until they are crushed—and do it 
as fast as possible. Certainly we 
must get at Japan soon, for the 
position there is dangerous and 
every day that the Japanese have 
for consolidation adds to that dan- 
ger. We also must divert as much 
strength as feasible to the South- 
west Pacific. But it looks now as 
though our job there for the mo- 
ment must be largely an aggres- 
sive holding operation.

“Ten- 
nesee Johnson” is worthy of being believed, ag well as enjoyed. 

Johnson is seen first as a fugitive tailor’s apprentice, next 
as a tailor learning to read and write under the instruction of 
the woman who became: his wife, then as a budding politician 
opposing those whose idea it is that “the people who own the 
country ought to run it.” He goes through a succession of 
public offices to the United States Senate, where, when other 
Southern Senators walk out at the time of the Civil War, he 
sticks by the Union, 

The film at Loew’s pictures him afterward as military gov- 
ernor of Tennessee, then Lincoln's choice ag Vice-President in 
1864 and finally as Lincoln’s successor. It is here that the most 
dramatic part of the picture begins, for every schoolboy, though 
he may not know what impeachment is, knows that Johnson 
was the only President ever impeached—the only President ever , 
charged officially with “high crimes and misdemeanors”—and 
that he escaped conviction by the narrow margin of a single 
vote. 


That Clears Up That Point 


The reasons for the impeachment, which most of us never 
understand from the sketchy school-books, are here apparent. 
In the main, they are that Johnson, following Lincoln’s precepts, 
favored lenient treatment of the South and radical Northerners, 
led. by Thaddeus Stevens, were for more‘severe treatment, The 
extremists eventually won, as almost everybody who even saw 
“Gone With the Wind” knows, and the South went through the 
hell of reconstruction as a result. 

So much for the history. “Tennessee Johnson” is an ex- 
cellent film for other reasons than history. It has great moments 
in it, when drama is tense and strong sympathies are aroused, 
It has excellent acting, especially by Van Heflin as Johnson, 
Lionel Barrymore as Stevens and Ruth Hussey as the woman 
who taught Johnson to cherish democratic ideals and who stood 
always ready. to contradict him when he would say, “Eliza, [ 
ain't fit!” in the face of any responsibility. 

Heflin, a comparatively new actor in Hollywood, takes 
Johnson from youth to age and through the most difficult 
scenes without ever striking a false note. Indeed, few actors’ 
personalities have been so completely surrendered to the charac- 
ters they have played. Barrymore does his role of fanatic 
politician with great gusto and all the skill a Barrymore can 
command, whigh is saying much. 

The screen play is by John L. Balderston and Wells Root, 
the direction that of William L. Dieterle, who directed Paul 
Muni in “The Story of Louis Pasteur” and “The Life of Emile 
Zola.” “Tennessee Johnson” may owe most of its effectiveness 
to Dieterle, for the magnetic quality of scenes in the Senate, 
at the time of the Southern secession and the impeachment, is 
Dieterle's. 

Anyone who passes up “Tennessee Johnson,” for any reason, 
will have denied himself one of the best films of 1943. 


Cole Porter Music and Dog Act 


For a companion feature, Loew's has a musical comedy, 
“SOMETHING TO SHOUT ABOUT,” in which William Gaxton, 
Don Ameche, Janet Blair, Jack Oakie and Cobina Wright Jr. 
are the principal performers. Tunes, by Cole Porter, include 
the popular “You'd Be So Nice to Come Home To.” What 
makes “Something to Shout About” entertaining, however, is 
Hazel Scott's piano playing, the wonderful dog act called the 
Ssricklayers, some very special choreography by David Lichine 
and such items. 

Returned to town at the Ambassador is ong of C. B. DeMille’s 
finest screen spectacies, “REAP THE WILD WIND,” about 
crooked salvage operations in the Caribbean Sea a century ago. 
“NIGHT PLANE FROM CHUNGKING,” about love and danger 
“9000 miles from Kansas City,” is the second feature. 

There may be some persons who can be greatly amused by 
“IT AIN’T HAY,” the latest Abbott and Costello comedy, at the 
Fox Theater, but they do not include their reviewer or the great 
majority of persons at Wednesday night’s preview.

One must re- 
member to smile, praise and hug 
the baby, when he makes a brave 
effort to make spoon and mouth 
meet neatly. A gold star on the 
daily chart for he 4-year-old helps 
strengthen him in welldoing. 

We wean a child away from the 
tangible rewards however as soon 
as he can feel and begin to under- 
stand the affection and love and 
care that is bestowed upon him by 
those who love him. He is given 
all he needs freely because of that 
love. Hig mother prepares his 
food with care, just to his liking, 
because she wants to please him. 
She gets his clothes to suit him, 
his toys to delight him, not be- 


catise she is paid for doing it but 
because her love for her child de- 
lights in serving him. Father asks 
no pay for all he does for his chil- 
dren. All he asks ig love and serv- 
ice of love and that igs what all 
children owe all fathers and moth- 
ers, 

As secon as children want to 
spend a penny they should be 
given an allowance, taught to 
spend it, account for it, make it 
serve them as fully as _ possible. 
That is an important part of their 
training for life. Sometimes it is 
allowable to pay a child for serv- 
ice, accupied time he might have 
used to earn money outside, and 
his doing it at home saved the fam- 
ily money. But even that situation 
needs careful thought. Children 
love home and parents and saving 
them is the expression of that love. 
Nothing in life is more important 
to those same children.

Throughout the South and also in parts 
of the West, “Ma'am” has never been out of favor. But in the 
East and North and various other sections of the country, 
“Ma’am” has not been heard in fashionable society within the 
memory of any one, And yet, in teaching children to answer 
politely, it is impossible to expect very little boys or even those 
half-grown to say “Yes, Mra. Titherington”—“No, Mrs. Tither- 
ington.” 

The reply courteous could be solved so easily if Johnny and 
Mary both might say, “Ma'am” to a lady, just as he says, “Sir” 
to a gentleman. That we should persist in thinking it “un- 
stylish” to address an American lady by the title that is in 
England, addressed to the Queen and members of the Royal 
Family, makes very little sense. My reason for writing all this? 
It is plain that the one perfect opportunity to establish the 
prestige of “Ma’am” is now in the hands of the officers of the 
various women’s corpse—and they alone can give this title the 
rank it deserves.

R. RUFUS W. HOOKER has 
cto wea the sea as a medical 

officer for 15 years and has 
described his experiences in an 
autobiographical account. “Ship's 
Doctor” (published by Whittlesey 
House, New York, 1943). It is a 
very charming piece of anecdot- 
age. 

Every time that I sail on a ship 
it is with recurring astonishment 
that I find a doctor is aboard. 

There are usually several other 
physicians who are traveling for 
pleasure, and the ship’s doctor 
rounds us up and gets us all ac- 
quainted. We sit around and talk

good doctors in Baltimore, Md., 
and Rochester, Minn., and then 
the ship’s doctor is able to add 
an experience which tops all other 
narratives. 

Dr. Hooker starts out by telling 
the story that he was once called 
to the head office of the New 
York Steamship Co. and the ma- 
rine superintendent said to him: 
“Doctor, the Argentine Ambassa- 
dor would like to book passage on 
this ship. Two competing lines 
have refused to accept the re- 
sponsibility.” 

“When an ambassador can’t 
book passage, it usually means 
severe illness. What is the mat- 
ter with the Ambassador?” asked 
Dr. Hooker. 

“Myeloid leukemia.” 

“How long do they give him to 
live?” asked Dr. Hooker, 

“Five days, Doctor.” 

“But it takes this boat 17 days 
to get to Buenos Aires. Does he 
wish to be buried at sea?” 

“NO, THAT IS the rub. The 
Embassy insists that Senor Enrico 
must reach his own country, alive 
if possible.” 

“I might prolong his life beyond 
five days; 17 days is asking too 
much. . . . It means embalming.” 

After thinking it over, Dr. Hook- 
er decided to take the case and 
consulted a mortician to whom he 
explained his problem. By dint 
of some eloquent persuasion (and 
a lodge pin identical to one in the 
mortician’s lapel) he secured the 
instruction he needed, worked all 
night in the mortuary to acquire 
the skill and reached the dock 
the following morning one hour 
before sailing time—a) part-fledged 
mortician. 4 

The Ambassador was forthwith 
put aboard and, as predicted, died 
with due regard to his physician’s 
pronouncements on the thirteenth 
day out. He was embalmed by 
Dr. Hooker and is now resting with 
his ancestors in Buenos Aires.

‘CHURCH OF "GOD'S ACRES" 


It Has No Collection Plate for There Is Never Any Need for One

LEXINGTON, Tenn., April 15. 


HE congregation at Rock Hill 

Baptist Church was larger than 

usual that Sunday morning. It 
seemed like everybody in the set- 
tlement was there. The services 
were more impressive, the young 
minister more earnest, the people 
more responsive. They sang with 
fine fervor, “I Will Sing the Won- 
drous Story” and “Let the Lower 
Lights Be Burning.” Then the ser- 
mon. “Turn to Me With All Your 
Heart” was the subject. 

There followed a hymn of invi- 
tation, “Where He Leads Me I Will 
Follow.” 
odd that the collection plate wasn't 
passed. After the benediction the 
preacher said: “Today we dedicate 
to God the storehouse that we have 
made, and we want every family 
to have some part in filling it. We 
will now go to the Lord's Store- 
house.” 

Down the dirt road in a sort of 
procession, led by the pastor and 
the deacons, moved the farmers, 
solid men of the community, and 
their families, all in their Sunday 
best. At the side of the road, in 
the edge of the timber, they came 
to a new building, not large but 
sturdy. The minister stood, with 
the deacons around him. The min- 
ister spoke: “We dedicate this 
storehouse, to which We will bring 
of the first fruits of our fields, 
that our gratitude can in a small 
way be shown for the Master’s love 
and blessings to us.” He prayed 
that the storehouse might worthily 
serve its intended purpose and 


that the people might be faithful 


in filling it. Then the people went 
away. 

The collection plate was not 
passed at the services that day be- 
cause it is never passed at Rock 
Hill Baptist Church. There is no 
need. It is one country church 
that doesn’t have a financial prob- 
lem. It has no debts and there is 
plenty in the treasury. It is sup- 
ported by the crops from “God's 
Acres” on the farms of the mem- 
bers and by contribution of live- 
stock, vegetables and poultry, For 
three years it has been run on the 
“God's Acre” plan and has so pros- 
pered that now there is a “Lord’s 
Storehouse,” where products are 
put away to be sold another day 
when the prices are best. 

Until three years ago Rock Hill 
Baptists shared the difficulties 
that are common to _ country 
churches. ‘They were fairly pros- 
perous farm folk of more than av- 
erage intelligence, descendants of 
the Scotch-Irish and English pio- 
neers who came out of South Car- 
olina and Virginia more than a 
hundred years ago and settled 
along the Natchez Trace, southeast 
of here. They lived on the hills 
and tilled the better lands of 
Beech River valley. They didn’t 
have too much ready cash and 
they parted with it with the hesi- 
tancy that is common to thrifty 
folk. Usually there was a short- 
age at the end of the church year, 
made up by the few “free givers” 
to be found in most congregations. 
Rock Hill Church was no worse 
off than most, but it was no better 
off. It is mueh better off now 
and the members are happy be- 
cause they have found a finer way 
to pay the bills. 

The plan was proposed by the 
Rev. C. B. Pennington, who was 
pastor then. He had heard of it

somewhere, He talked to the dea- 
cons about it. They were in favor 
of anything that would ease the 
burden that they carried. At a 
Sunday service the pastor explained 
it. A member would set apart an 
acre—God's» acre—for the church. 
It would be planted and tended 
and at harvest time the increase, 
the first fruits of their fields that 
the Bible tells about’ would be 
brought to the Lord’s storehouse. 

There might be some who did 
not have an acre to spare or who 
would not be moved to dedicate it 
for the church’s use. There was a 
place in the plan for them too. 
They could pledge bushels of grain, 
or potatoes, pounds of beans or 
peas, gallons of sorghum, cans of 
fruit and vegetables, dozens of 
eggs, chickens, calves, pigs or bales 
of hay. The farm folk, always 
generous with their produce, even 
though they might be “close” with 
their cash, adopted the plan and 
signed up for the acres that they 
would set apart and the gifts that 
they would bring.

O the fields went the pastor and 
T tm deacons and dedicated the 

acres that had been set apart, 
with a prayer for their fruitful- 
ness. It was a matter of pride 
with the farmers that they had 
given of their best. Not one of 
them but would have . been 
ashamed to have his neighbors say 
that he had done less than that. 
It would have been cheating God, 
as they looked at it. And God's 
acres were tended ag well as their 
own, if not a little better. And 
though they are hard-headed folk, 
setting no store by modern mir- 
acles, it really seemed, at harvest 
time, that God’s acres had borne 
more bountifully than all the rest. 
It seemed a bit significant, too, 
that the acre which produced the 
most was the one that had been 
set apart by George Washington 
Wallace, the church treasurer. Two 
bales of cotton came from that 
acre, which was more than any of 
the Wallace acres had done before. 
It just went to show, as everybody 
said, that George Washington Wal- 
lace had toted fair with the Lord 
and hadn't put a sorry acre off 
on Him. 

None of the others were able to 
show as good results as Wallace, 
but they too had done pretty well. 
They, like Wallace, sold the prod- 
uct and laid on the altar the price 
that they had obtained. Those 
who had made other pledges did 
likewise and for once the treasury

better, with more of the members 
throwing in their acres than had 
done so at first. When harvest 
time came there were more prod- 
ucts than could be advantageously 
sold at once. Besides, there was a 
rising market, If the stuff could 
be held it would bring more by 
and by. What the God’s Acre 
Church needed was a Lord’s Store- 
house. 


Ground was needed. It was given 
by Joe Allen Deere, clerk of the 
church for more than 30 years and 
a prime leader in the God's Acre 
plan. The lumber was bought and 
the men of the church pitched in 
and built the storehouse. When it 
was finished it was dedicated by 
the Rev. David Cooper, the present 
pastor. It was quickly filled and 
the marketing of the produce, 
when it could be sold to the best 
advantages, was left to a commit- 
tee composed of Wallace, the 
treasurer; Deere, the clerk; Her- 
man Tucker and O. N. Hayes. 
There are predictions that when 
another harvest comes the store- 
house will have to be enlarged. 

It doesn’t seem strange for the 
farmers of the Rock Hill commu- 
nity to have an unusual plan for 
running their church. They are 
unusual people. From the time 
the “foreparents” came in ox wag- 
ons, the sturdy standards that 
they established have been main- 
tained. The community is still 
“early American” in its practices 
and traditions. The founders are 
remembered and honored, Over on 
the next ridge still stands the log

She 
knows the chronologies of the 
Reeds, McPeakes and Deeres. She 
is a Reed by descent, great-grand- 
daughter of that Joe Reed who 
was the first settler and grand- 
daughter of Jack Reed. There 
were 12 children in the family. 
Some of them married McPeakes. 
Her mother was married to Rob- 
ert ‘Calvin McPeake and Granny, 
when she was a girl, was married 
to Louls Dickson Deere. So the 
Reeds, McPeakes and Deeres can 
all claim kinship with Joseph War- 
ren McPeake, the first one buried 
in Rock Hill Cemetery. The use 
of middle names is an old Rock 
Hill custom. 

The farmers of Rock Hill are 
upstanding citizens who own their 
own homes and are highly re- 
spected by the people of Hender- 
son county. Joe Allen Deere has 
been a member of the County 
Court for 12 years and was county 
judge one term. He taught school 
30 years, farming between times. 
He carries well the 63 years that 
are upon his shoulders. He owns 
300 acres, of which 200 are in 
the valley. 

Rock Hill church has a worthy 
history. Originally it was a com- 
bination log church and school. 
The present church building was 
dedicated in 1922. Dr. Fleetwood 
Ball of Lexington served as its 
pastor for 33 years. The present 
pastor is completing his educa- 
tion at the Southern Baptist 
theological seminary in  Louis- 
ville, returning each Sunday to 
preach, The members pay his ex- 
penses at the seminary in addi- 
tion to his salary. The denomina- 
tional paper is sent to all the 
members out of church funds. 

Sunday evening the members 
were discussing what to do with 
the surplus money that God's 
Acres provide. 

“Brethren,” said one of the 
members, “there’s something I’ve 
been thinking about. It’s time for 
us to be thinking about building 
& parsonage. Our pastor isn’t 
married yet, but he will be some 
time, and when that time comes 
we ought to have a parsonage 
ready for him.” 

Everybody said yes, that was 
what they ought to do next. So 
it is pretty safe to predict that 
when the young preacher comes 
down the aisle of God's Acre 
church, to the strains of the wed- 
ding march, there will be a par- 


sonage ready for him and his 
bride.

South’s bids, but, as a matter of 
fact, they will be on the wrong 
track. It was North who was 
highly optimistic and who, by over- 
bidding so extravagantly on the 
second round, lured his partner 
into believing that a four spade 
contract would be an odds-on bet. 
North's initial action, the takeout 
double, wag eminently correct, but 
when South could respond to this 
with only one spade, a single raise, 
and a free raise at that, would 
have done full justice to North's 
holding. 

As to South’s these 
were not at all illogical. The take- 
out double of one major suit 
strongly invites a response in the 
other major, hence South | was 
merely co-operating when he men- 
tioned his weak four-card spade 
suit rather than hig five-card dia- 
mond suit. Then, when North 
showed such great enthusiasm for 
spades, compounding his previous 
action, South looked to North for 
a much better hand, and on the 
strength of his own singleton heart 
and good diamond suit, tried for 
the game in spades. 

The fact that diamonds had not 
been mentioned at any time during 
the bidding complicated matters 
enormously for the defenders, and 
had a very happy result for the 
North-South team. West opened 
the heart king. Dummy’s ace won 
and a low spade was returned. 
East’s nine held and East returned 
the diamond jack. (How was he 
to know that a club lead from his 
K-J wag imperative?) Declarer 
won with the king and led a sec- 
ond trump. West won and led his 
remaining diamond. This was won 
in dummy with the ace and now 
a heart was ruffed in the closed 
hand. East’s last spade was neatly 
removed and declarer then ran off 
the diamond suit, discarding a 
heart and a club from dummy. 
The defenders had to be given a 
club trick, but this was only their 
third trick, and thus the optimistic 
contract was fulfilled, ;
